The testimony of the saloon mate 
and waiter came only an hour or two 
after two inspectors of the United 
States steamboat inspections service of 
the Department of Commerce had tes- 
tified a separate inquiry going for- 
ward in the customs house that they 
had inspected the Vestris a few days 
before it sailed and found it seaworthy 
in all respects.

Inspector Defends Work. 


he inspector of hulls mentioned in 
particular the ports and doors through 
which other persons say the sea poured 
in streams, and said he had found them 
fit. 

One of today’s witnesses who told of 
which both asserted was 
customary whenever the ship struck a 
storm, said he had reported the defects 
in writing, telling the land officials of 
th> line that the ports and doors need- 
ed to be rerubbered. The other said 
he had made no report, as the leaks 
were a matter of commin knowledge. 
Both said that no repairs had been 
made prior to the last voyage of the 
Vestris, which sank off the Virginia 
Capes a week ago yesterday. 

The other witnesses today at the Fed- 
eral hearing, which is being conducted 
by United States Attorney Tuttle be- 
fore United States Commissioner O’Neil, 
assisted by «a British and American 
nautical adviser, were Gilbert Ford, the 
negro chief fireman, and Frederick 
Sorenson, a ship’s captain who was go- 
ing south as a second-class passenger 
on the Vestris to recuperate from an 
illness. 

Sorenson Details Sinking. 

Ford told of water pouring into the 
stoke hole from an ash hopper where 
the ship’s ashes were diluted with sea 
water so they could be pumped out 
through one side. He said that the 
hopper overflowed because the top of 
this hopper was not fastened, the 
screws being rusted so that they were 
useless. 

Sorenson told in considerable de- 
tail of the events leading up to the 
foundering and while the passengers 
in lifeboats and in the water waited 
through loog hours for rscue. 

Reported Need of Repairs. 


Scott, the saloon mate, and O’Connor, 
the waiter, both painted a graphic pice 
ture of water swishing about inside the 
ship Sunday afternoon and night. Most 
of the water they saw, according to 
their testimony, came in. through a 
half door in the ship’s side, near their 
quarters. O’Connor testified that when 
he went to bed Sunday night there 
was so much water in the steward’s 
quarters that they could not occupy 
their lower berths. Both Scott and 
O’Connor declared that the half door 
had leaked on previous trips whenever 
the Vestris struck heavy seas. 

O'Connor testified that, as part of 
his duty, he had reported in writing at 
the conclusion of the Vestris’ last two 
previous voyages the need for rerube 
bering fourteen portholes. These ree 
ports, he said, he understood went te 
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the land offices of the Lamport & 
Hioit Line. 

“In addition to rerubbering, were 
Other repairs needed for the ports?” 
Tuttle asked. 


Port Covers Would Not Work. 


“Not more than half of the ‘dead 
light’ iron covers on the lower ports 
could be lowered.” 

“Do you know why they could not 
bo lowered?” 

“They were out of repair.” 

_ Beott described how members of the 
crew tried to bail out the water that 
had come in through the half door. 

“At 2:30 a. m. Monday, I woke up,” 
he said, “I went to the saloon and 
tried to get some coffee, but couldn't. 
The ateam was off in the pantry. 
lay down in the saloon until 4:30 
when the pantry steward ordered me 
to go down below and help bail. This 
was down by the haif door. The 
water was then up to the port in 
the upper half of the door. 

“The storekeeper was in charge, 
and there were 30 or 40 of us balling. 
We formed a chain of men up the 
stairs and onto the deck and passed 
the buckets up, from man to man. 
We went on bailing until about 8 
o'clock.” 


Two Hours Launching Boats. 


Scott and O'Connor. described the 
Cifficulties encountered in lowering 
the lifeboats over the port side—the 
side of the ship that was up out of 
the water. It-was to these lifeboats, 
which the crew started to lower first, 
that the women and children were 
assigned. Scott and O’Connor said it 
took two hours to get them down, 
and Scott said that one of them 
mever got away from the ship at all, 
«Scott, O'Connor, and Ford, the 
thief fireman who followed them to 
the stand, testified that on previous 
trips there had been lifeboat drills 
on the Vestris—‘on the second day 
out.” There was no lifeboat drill on 
the last trip. The ship sank before 
it had been out a full two days. 
After Scott and_ O'Connor had tes- 
tified that hatchés near the leaking 
half-door were never covered until 
Monday morning, when canvas was 
étretched over them, Ford said that 
when he went on duty Sunday morn- 
ing water was 3 feet deep in the ship’s 
stoke hold. 


Port Leaked for Two Years. 


“Water was running into the stoke 
hold from the ash hopper,” he said. 
“The cover to the ash hopper was un- 
fastened. I tried to tighten it, but 
the screws were rusty—no good. They 
never had been any good, and water 
always came in there in rough weath- 
er.” 
“This had been going on for the two 
Years you had been on the Vestris? 
Tuttle asked him. 

“Oh, yes.” 

“Had you ever reported it?” 

“Every body knew about it.” 

Ford said that Monday morning con- 


ditions had become so bad in the stoke | 


hold that four men were needed to 
do the work of one—one man to hold 
the fire-door open, one to shovel, and 
two to hold the shoveller up. 


Water Came Through Ventilators, 


forenson told of “quite a lot” of 
water coming down through some ven- 
tilators on Sunday into the stéeward’s 
room. These ventilators, he said, had 
mo covers over them. Water also went 
inte the galley, but from where he did 
not know, putting out the stove so 
that no more food could be cooked. 
He said that on Monday he spent the 
morning carrying life belts to women 
passengers and aiding them in other 
ways and was the last man to leave 
the ship in a lifeboat. 

This boat sank from a hole bashed 
in its side as it was being lowered. 
Me got in another and that was 
swamped, and finally got in a third 
whe 1 two others had rowed away when 
he called to them, he said. 

At this point the British nautical 
advisor at the hearing, Capt. Henry 
McConkey, marine superintendent of 
the Cunard Line, said he wished to 
question the witness. 


Busy Helping Women. 


“Mid you, as a ship’s officer,”’ he sald 
to Sorenson, “volunteer your services 
at amy time to help the officers in 
launching the boats or in caring for 
the passengers?” 

“No,” Sorenson replied. “I was busy 
helping the women and never thought 
to do that.” 

Sorenson also said under question- 

by Tuttle that he had been asked 
to be one of a committee of passengers 
to call on the captain concerning the 
condition of the ship during the time 
that it was slowly keeling over. He re- 
fused to join the committee. 

The witness concluded his testimony 
by reiterating his earlier denial of the 
truth of the numerous newspaper inter- 
views, all of which quoted him as bit- 
terly criticising the officers of the Ves- 
tris. 

“The reporters might better have 
killed me than twisted and changed 
what I said the way they did,”’ he said. 
“They have ganged up on me and every- 
thing they have written is a lie.”

Capt. Keane Incensed at Let- 
ter Accusing Him; Says 
Ship Was All Right. 


SORENSON RAPS WRITERS 


New York, Novy. 20(A.P.).—An accusa- 
tion that two Government inspectors 
were drunk when they examined and 
passed the liner Vestris five days be- 
fore she sank with loss of more than 
100 lives was read today at a Depart- 
ment of Commerce inquiry, and im- 
mediately drew a shouted denial from 
Capt. Edward Keane, one of the exam- 


ining officers. Both Keane and his 
assistant said they had found the Ves- 
this seaworthy. 

A letter containing the liquor charge 
was read at a hearing in the customs 
house before Dickerson N. Hoover, su- 
pervising inspector general of the 
steamboat inspection service of the 
Department of Commerce. The letter, 
Signed “Samuel Lawson” and dated No- 
vember 14, two days before the Ves- 
tris foundered, was received by the 
steamboat inspection service in an en- 
velope on which was printed “United 
States Lines.” The United States Lines, 
outside the hearing, said no Samuel 
Lawson was employed by them. 

The letter said that a four-day ex- 
amination of the Vestris by Capt 
Keane, assistant inspector of hulls, and 
Frank N. Bruning, assistant inspector 
of hulls and life-saving apparatus, in- 
cluded “swillingewhisky and beer in 
the ship's bar” by the inspectors. 


Branded as a Lie. 


“The inspectors left in the afternoon 
with a certain weakness in their legs 
and each with a package under his 
arm,” the letter said, concluding that 
these were “the kind of murderers” 
comprising the personnel of the steam- 
boat inspection service. 

“The whole thing is the most out- 
rageous lie I ever heard,” said Capt. 
Keane, who is 62 years old andathe 
holder of a master’s certificate. “I am 
the fourth generation of my family 
which has never touched a drop of any 
stimulant.” 

As to the mention of the packages, 
Capt. Keane said: 

“There were customs men and prohi- 


bition men in plain clothes on the pler. 


You don't suppose that we would take 


any chance of being picked 
bootieggers?”’ 

Capt. Keane sald he and his assistant 
had thoroughly examined the Vestris 
and had found everything in seaworthy 
condition. He said he found the coal 
ports and the half doors in the side of 
the ship, near the water line, in good 
condition. Lifeboats and their supplies 
of food, water and signaling equipment 
were according to regulations, he said. 
Sixty-eight new life preservers were 
found defective among the 691 aboard 
the lner. 


Did Not Lower Boats. 


up for 


Officers of the Vestris have testified 
at the Federal hearing being conducted 
by United States Attorney Tuttle that 
water poured into the ship through 
both the coal ports and the half doors, 
and some of the survivors said flares 
and lanterns in lifeboats were un- 
serviceable. 

Capt. Keane said he examined the 
lifeboats and found no holes in any 
of them, although he said he had not 
lowered the boats Into the water, as 
stated in his report of the examina- 
tion. He added, however, that barges 
on one side and pier on the other pre- 
vented the testing of the boats in the 
water at the time of his inspection 

Testimony by Inspector Bruning 
substantially corroborated that of 
Capt. Keane. 

Capt. Frederick Sorenson, a ship's 
officer who was a second-class passen- 
ger on the Vestris and credited by 
some newspaper accounts as blaming 
the Vestris’ officers and especially 
Capt. William Carey for the disaster, 
was also a witness. 

He characterized as a “disgrace” the 
manner in which he said reporters 
“twisted around” his story on his ar- 
rival here aboard a rescue ship. 


Wouldn't Criticize Dead.

London, Nov. 20 (N.Y.W.N.8.).—From 
two high sources today came expres-~- 
sions of belief that the American in- 
quiry into the Vestris disaster was 
aimed to shake the public’s faith in 
the safety of British ships and in the 
seamanship of British sailors.

Court by the Court of Appeals are: 

“1. May a witness summoned be- 
fore a committee of Congress to tes- 
tify in an inquiry being conducted in 
aid of legislation lawfully refuse to 
answer questions which call for the 
disclosures of the private affairs of 
he witness? 

“2. May such a witness refuse to an- 
swer questions directed to matters 
wherein relief or redress could be had 
only by a judicial proceeding? 

“3. Would a witness, if if appears 
that the inquiry, though authorized in 
aid of legislation, is, in fact, directed 
to matters which have been referred by 
Congress to the courts and in which 
relief or redress can be had only by a 
judicial proceeding and in which pro- 
ceeding the witness Is a defendant, be 
justifed in refusing to answer queés- 
tions directed to the matters so re- 
ferred and pending in the courts? 

“4. Was the !ssue of the pertinency 
of the questions propounded to Mr, 
Sinclair to the investigation being con- 
ducted by the committee of the Senate 
a mixed question of Jaw and fact for 
the determination of the court or Was 
it solely a question of law? 

“5. May a witness, who is alleged to

“I don’t know where 1 got the 
strength, but on the impulse of the mo- 
ment, being in a highly nervous and 
excited condition, I threw my hands 
around .-her neck, grabbed her with a 
powerful grip and choked her.” 

The watchman declared the impulse 
was sO great that he could not release 
his hands from her throat. After kill- 
ing her, he said, he laid out her body 
on the bed, folded her arms over her 
breast and placed a pillow over her 
face because “I couidn’t bear to look at 
her any longer.” 

Upon cross-examination, Smith ad- 
mitted to questions by Collins that he 
“appreciated” what his actions were, 
but added that he had not premedi- 
tated the crime and was in a “highly 
nervous state.”

National Academy Hears Dr.

Schenectady, N. Y., Nov. 20 
A new method of studying the 
noying, and for airplane pilots vital, 
phenomena of fading and _ crratic 
changes in the apparent direction ol 
radio waves, was described before the 
National Academy of Sciences today 
by Dr. Ernest Merritt and Dr. Willian 
C. Bostwick, of Cornell. 

“While a change in 
rection may not cause any annoyance 
when one is listening to a musical 
program or a political speech,” he re- 
marked, “it may be a life and death 
matter for the pilot of an airplane,” 
because of the effect it has on his 
radio compass. 

At the same session, 
physicist, Dr. K. T. 
Princeton, presented a paper on a 
complicated study in collaboration 
with Dr. J. C. Boyce, of the spectra of 
nitrogen in its active states, which 
was regarded by authorities on the 
subject as giving a complete theoreti- 
cal basis for attacking the whole 
problem of nitrogen fixation. That 
problem has engaged a great deal of 
attention among physicists and chem- 
ists because of the importance of 
this ordinarily inert gas in the produc- 
tion of ammonia and nitric acid. 

“There seems to be little doubt,” Dr. 
Merritt said in his paper on Radio 
Observations, “‘that radio signals may 
transmitted from the sending to the 
receiving station along at least two 
different paths. The ‘ground wave’ fol- 
lows the surface of the earth in much 
the same way that shorter waves are 
known to follow a wire. The ‘sky 
wave’ starts obliquely upward from the 
sending station and reaches the ob- 
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or reflected by 
layer or highly 


server after being bent 
the Kennelly-heaviside 
lonized air. 

“Both are subject to absorption due 
to the conductivity of*the air, and the 
sky wave may have its plane of polar- 
ization rotated because of the earth’s 
magnetic field. For example, while the 
sky wave may Start out with its elec- 
tric field in the vertical plane, it may 
be so twisted. by the action of the 
earth’s magnetic fieid that it arrives 
with its electric force horizontal. 
“Changes in the atmospheric condli- 
tions will affect the two waves differ- 
ently, so that when they combine to 
produce a signal at the receiving sta- 
tion the result is very complicated and 
confusing, as is evidenced by the fad- 
ing observed in broadcast reception 
and by the erratic changes in the ap- 
parent direction of the waves as indi- 
cated by the radio compass.” 

Instead of studying fading and di- 
rection changes by the usual method 
of observing the combined effect of the 
ground and sky waves, he said, he had 
found it possible to Investigate them 
separately by using, in effect, two radio 
compasses, one pointed toward the 
sending station and the other at right 
angles. The latter, he explained, can 
not pick up the ground wave, but will 
respond when the electric force of the 
sky wave is horizontal, while the for- 
mer receiver responds to the combined 
effect of the ground wave and the ver- 
tical component of the sky wave. 
Observations made by this method, 
he declared, confirm the view that fad- 
ing may result from several widely dif- 
ferent causes. such as the: changing 
polarization of the sky wave.in some 
cases, and interference in others.

Chicago, Nov. 20 (United Press).—As 
raging watefs which swept over five 
States to the south and west of here 
receded today, relief workers surveyed 
a wide trail of destructions and loss of 
life left in the flood wake. 

Sixteen dead, Thousands of persons 
homeless and property damage esti- 
mater in excess of $10,000,000 was the 
extent of destruction in the States of 
Kansas, Missouri, Illinois and Kentucky 
alone.

‘of one. Mr. Hoover’s farm relief plan, 
which has the approval of President Cool- 
idge, has not been cast in the form of 
legislation. No one knows what obstacles 
may be encountered in framing the bill, 
but it is known that opinions in Congress 
differ so radically that two or tkree 
months may be consumed in concentrat- 
ing upon a single measure. 

: In view of the present and future im- 
‘portance of making the national defense 
‘secure, and in view of the fact that a Jill

The 
time may come when the United States prop- 
erly should be looked to for support of the 
drama, but that time can hardly be said to 
have: arrived, while so many men of wealth 
are ready and willing to sponsor the higher 
types of musical and artistic expression. 
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SAFETY IN THE AIR. 


Prevention of accidents is still one of the 
gravest problems of aviation in spite of the 
improvements in the machines and in skill 
during the last few years. The airplane will 
never be accorded full public confidence as a 
passenger conveyance until greater safety has 
been attained. 

Statistics are repeatedly quoted to show. that, 
considering distance covered, the airplane has 
fewer accidents than the automobile. But the 
number of preventable accidents is too large. 
Irresponsible aviation companies, dare-devil 
stunt fliers and poorly trained student. pilots 
tend to retard legitimate development of air 
transportation. Passenger air lines are limited 
by the limitations of public confidence. 

During the last year 63 airplane crashes 
were prevented in the Army Air Corps due to 
improved methods and equipment, according 
to the annual report of Maj. Gen. James E. 
Fechet, chief of the Air Corps. He also nutes 
that the rate of accidents due to engine trouble 
was reduced during the year to one-third of 
the rate that prevailed during the two previous 
years. This is a commendable record, which, 
if it could be extended to all branches of flying 
in this country, would give a great impetus

Accidents on a 
regularly established air-mail route are rare, 
and some of the contracting companies have 
maintained perfect records for a considerable 
time. The Army has also reduced airplane 
mishaps to a minimum. But the irresponsible 
and incompetent element remains a drag on 
the air transportation industry, to say nothing 
of the needless sacrifice of human life. 

A number of experimental inventions now 
befng developed hold great hope for the avia- 
tion industry. These include Dr. Alexander- 
son's method. of depth sounding in the air by 
of the echoes of radio waves, which 
would give the pilot instantaneous knowledge 
of his altitude and thus enable him to avoid 
mountain trees and buildings, and to 
land safely in a dense fog. Successful experi- 
ments with this and other safety devices were 
announced at the annual meeting of the 
National Academy of Sciences in Schenectady, 
N. Y. Notable progress is being made from 
the mechanical standpoint, but there is still 
the human element that must be reckoned 
with. Equal attention should be given to 
choice and training of pilots, for all the me-

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FIGS FROM THISTLES. 

Alihough it may be true that figs can not be 
plucked from thistles, the process of deriving 
products from unlikely sources advances with 
Prof. Friedrich Bergius, the Ger- 
man who performed the marvel of 
producing gasoline from coal, has now accom- 
plished the more wonderful feat of producing 
food from wood. Edible carbohydrates have 
been known to be so closely allied to the nen- 
edible that it seemed inevitable that some 
time, by a process of molecular substitution or 
realignment, the interchange would result in 
bringing the nonedible into the edible class. 
It needed only an arrangement by which a 
molecule of water might be brought to com- 
bine with one of wood pulp to effect the result, 
Prof. Bergius has devised a process by which 
this may be done, 

To effect solubility for the carbohydrates it 
was only necessary to introduce hydrochloric 
acid to wood solutions; but as this acid is 
highly corrosive to metals, it has not been 
possible until now to provide the mechanical 
equipment suitable to the process, After re- 
covery of food from wood it is also necessary 
to purify the solution, a process which took 
years of experimentation to bring to success. 

Not the least of the advantages that promise 
to arise from converting wood into food is 
that when cornstalks are converted into fod- 
der the process of clearing the land of sucb 
debris at the same time combats the corn 
borer, which breeds in all such materials. Al- 
though there is no present prospect of wood 
by-products appearing upon hotel menus, the 
first step has been taken in a long journey to- 
ward recovering and making usable for food 
the nutrition that is known to be resident in 
wood and like materials,

Physiology a!scloses strange pecu-

depredations. But where’ ground

—qualil, grouse, partridges, prairie 
hens, sage hens, wild turkeys, &c.— 
all of these and some others being of 
the gallinae family. So there’ have 


placing of strychnine-poisoned bait to 
kill the rodentia, on the ground that 
the birds would also take the bait and 
suffer the consequences, says the New 
Orleans Times-Picayune. The birds do 
take it, but, says the biological sur- 
vey, they do not suffer. A study carried 
on by the bureau shows that, by some 
strange arrangement of Nature, the 
virulent extract of deadly nightshade, 
that even in the fairly minute doses is 
sure death to animals, including man 
‘himself, has no ill effects on any of 
the gallinae. One instance cited by 
the bureau is of a Montana grouse that

BACKS MRS. WILLEBRANDT 


Boston, Nov. 20 (A.P.).—F. Scott Mc- 
Bride, general superintendent of the 
Antisaloon League of America, speaking 
at today’s session of the National W, 
Cc. T. VU. convention here, criticized 
John J. Raskob, chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic national committee, for hav- 
ing “left his own party to join the 
Tammany party.” 

“There were two elements, both of 
which havé been active in this move- 
ment throughout the yeafs, that were 
aroused in the campaign, it seems to 
me, as never before. Neither of them 
was understood by John J. Raskob, who 
left his own party and joined the 
Tammany party in a ruthless effort to 
get rid of prohibition, but to get in- 
stead the domitable affliction of hav- 
ing his candidate accept the role of 
the worst defeated candidate of any 
leading opponent of a presidential can- 
didate, with a $2,000,000 campaign defi- 
cit, besides a reported $1,000,000 loss in 
the betting game. 

“Had he known the church better 
he would have known that. after 100 
years of fighting the liquor traffic the 
church is no willing to surrender to 
outlawed liquor. 

Sees Need of Education, 

“He also would have known that 
when Mabel Willebrandt urged the 
churches to get busy and get the Chris- 
tian votes in the ballot box that she 
was not raising the religious question, 
but was merely dealing with one that 
had been before the churches for more 
than 100 years. 

“Had he known the soul of American 
womanhood he would readily have ob- 
served that after the years of suffering 
caused by outlawed liquor, the women 
of the country would not be willing to 
substitute the liquor selling system, 
such as the Canadian system, for pro- 
hibition.” ’

WINE IN SACRAMENT 
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Federation Head Says Most of 
Sects Use. Grape Juice 
for Ceremonies.

ALCOHOL HELD UNNEEDED 


Chicago, Nov. 20 (A.P.).--Virtually 
all Protestant churches have abandoned 
use of wine in sacramental services 
and have substituted wunfermented 
grape juice, the Chicago Church Fed- 
eration announced today after a sur- 
vey. 

“As far as we are able to learn, not 
a single Protestant denomination of 
importance uses wine with alcoholic 
content in observing the sacrament of 
the Lord’s Supper, or in any other 
ceremonies,” said Walter R. Mee, execu- 
tive secretary of the federation. 

“The term sacramental wine ty often 
used, but does not imply an alcoholic 
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the prohibition law, therefore, would 
in no wise embarrass this branch of 
Christianity. Most of the denomina- 
tions abandoned the use of fermented 
wine years ago. 

“From the days of its founding by 
John Wesley, more than a century and 


a half ago, and during its life in Amer- 
ica since the closing days of the Revo- 
lutionary War, the Methodist Church 
has adhered to the use of nonalcoholic 
liquids in its sacraments. 

“Other denominations which use only 
unfermented grape juice or other fruit 
juice of a nonalcoholic nature, are the 
Presbyterians, Congregationalists, Bap- 
tists, Disciples of Christ and other bod- 
ies which classify under Protestantism. 
They hold that the Scriptures do not 
require the use of fermented wines and 
they know their evil effects. Grape 
juice therefore has been “substituted.”

ESKIMOS HUNT WALRUS

(Special Correspondent of The Post). 

En Route to San Claus Land, Nov. 
20.—Life with this expedition to find 
Sanita Claus for the children of Wash- 
ington is just one thrill after agother. 
As I send this story to The Washington 
Post, while we are resting for a few 
minutes, I can hear the cry of wolves 
to the rear and it is a sound I hope 
children will never have to hear. 

Since leaving the Eskimo village 
which is our airplane base, we have 
made more than 200 miles with our 
reindeer and sleigh.

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THE lubrication system for the 
engine of the new Ford is as 
simple in principle as water run- 
ning down-hill.

HOLD LINEN. 

OR the benefit of A. F., I am re- 
f peating this list of linens, She 

was anxious to know whether the 
bride supplied such things, and I an- 
swered that the bride’s family were 
supposed to do so if household linen 
were needed. 

I count to each “master’s bed in the 
house six or eight sheets; six or eight 
bolster cases (if bolsters are used), six 
or eight pillowcases; a pair of summer, 
and a pair of winter blankets; two 
bedspreads, and a down comforter. 

For bathroom use, six to twelve bath 
towels, and the same number of smooth 
towels, rather good sized. Then, six to 
twelve small “guest” or “hand” towels, 
twelve washcloths, two to four bath 
mats. 

For kitchen and pantry, twelve roller 
towels, twelve glass and china towels, 
six to twelve dish towels, six pot cloths, 
twelve dusters. 

For the dining room, if tablecloths 
are to be used, three or four simple 
ones for every day, and three or four 
better ones for occasions. I suggest 
linen damask for these, as-I suggest 
linen for bedroom use, but if cotton 
damask and cotton sheets are prefer- 
red, the cost of the trousseau is much 
lessened. Six to twelve napkins should 
go with each cloth; smaller ones. for 
breakfast and lunch use, larger for din- 
ner Doilies are always useful. Small 
linen and lace ones may be used on 
the table, with or without a center- 
piece. 

There is a feeling for color today be- 
ing manifested everywhere. If colored 
‘cloths and napkins are used the shades 
should be the lightest possible for the 
evening. Pale straw, milky blue, faint 
pink or green. Strong colors are not 
tasteful for evening use, and, though 
in the daytime they may be mare de- 
cided, care should always be taken to

Vote in Favor of Plan Is 
Held Blow at Arling- 


ton County’s Case. 

The action of the town council of 
Potomac in rescinding its former action 
Opposing annexation by the City of 
Alexandria and voting in favor of be- 
ing annexed, by a vote of 4 to 1, at its 
meeting Monday night, was accepted in 
Arlington County yesterday as a blow 
to the county’s case, which starts in 
the Circuit Court today. 

All primed to go into the case at its 
reopening today, Commonwealth’s At- 
torney William C. Gloth said, on hear- 
ing of the council’s action, that it was 
a damaging blow to the county’s cause. 

Walter U. Varney, corporation attor- 
ney for the Town of Potomac, declared: 
“I am most surprised in the action of 
the council, but I have not yet lost 
hope tn our case. I:don't believe 
Alexandria will ever get the Town of 
Potomac.” 

Walter B. Fulton, mayor of the town, 
said: “While it was not an issue in the 
campaign for the election last June of 
town Officials, it was known I was op- 
posed to annexation and it was also 
thought that all members of the coun- 
cil on the ticket with me were of the 
same view, 

“Within one month the council has 
reversed itself and no one knows what 
action they will take next,” he said. 
“The expressions being made that the 
citizens of the town as a whole are 
largely in favor of being annexed are 
without foundation.

U.S. Aids Expect 


Dale Bill Passage 


of Congress 
Will Favor Increased Re- 


tirement Rates. 


‘Feeling certain that all !t needs is a 
vote on the floor of the House to as- 
sure passage, advocates of liberalized 
retirement for Federal employes, as 
expressed in the Dale bill, are prepar- 


ing to get that measure through at the 


coming session of Congress. 

The legislation increasing the max- 
imum retirement annuity from $1,000 
to $1,200 already has passed the 
Senate; has been reported by the 
House and approved by its rules com- 
mittee. Failure of consideration of 
the bill checked its passage at the last 
session of Congress. 

Besides increasing the maximum an- 
nuity for retired Federal employes, the 
Dale bill permits optional retirement 
after 30 years’ service, two years carlier 
than now. 

Robert H. Alcorn, chairman of the 
joint conference on retirement, is op- 
timistic on passage of the bill.

He 
insisted Brown had no authority to 
suspend him and said the District will 
have to pay him his full salary.
